OVER A MILLION AND A HALF 

WOMEN WORK AS FARM HANDS 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 

By Peter Radford 

Lecturer National Farmers' Union. 

Our goTernment nerer faced wo tre- 
mendous a problem a3 that now lying 
dormant at the doors of congress and 
the I^ialatares. and vhick, when 

aroused, -will shake thla antlon from 
center to circumference^ and make 
civilization hide it* teee in shame. 
That problem is — women in the field. 

The last federal census reports 
show we now have 1,514.000 women 
working in the field, most of them 
south of the Mason and Dlnm Hne. 
There were approximately a million 
negro slaves working in the fields 
when liberated by the emancipation 
proclamation. We havo frped our 
slaves and our women have taken 
their places in bondage. We have 
broken the shackles off the negroes 
and welded them upon onr danirhters. 

The Chaln-Gang of Civilization. 

A million women in bondage in the 
Bonfhem llelda form the dudn^gang of 
civilization — the Industrial tragedy 
of the age. There is no overseer quite 
so cruel as that of unrestrained greed, 
no whip that stings like the lash of 
suborned destiny, and no anetfoneer's 
block rjnite so revottfaia SS fhsft Of Vt- 
gauized avarice. 

The president of the Ihilted States 
was recently laudefl by the press, and 
very properly so, for suggesting medi- 
ation be t ween the engineers and rail- 
road managera in adjusting their 
schedule of time and pay. The engi- 
neers threatened to strike if their 
wages were not increased from ap- 
proximately ten to eleren dollars per 
day and service reduced frr,;n ton to 
eight hours and a similar readjust- 
ment of tlie overtime schedule. Our 
women are working in the field, many 
of them barefooted, for less than 50 
cents per-^ay, and their schedule is 
the rising van and the evening star, 
and after the day's wort Is orer they 
milk the cows, slop the hogs and rock 
the baby to sleep. Is anyone mediat- 
ing orer their proMe as . and to whom 
shall they threateji a strike? 

Congress has listened approvingly 
to those who toil at the forge and be- 
hind the cotmter, and many of onr 
statesmen have smfled at the threats 
and have fannrd the flame of unrest 
among industrial laborers.

Pinch no Crumb From Women's Crust 
of Bread. 

No financial award can l>e mad"" 
without someone footing the bill, and 
we commend to tho-e who af>r pr the 
responsibility of the distribution of in- 
dustrial ioatlee, the atUI smaO TOlee of 
the woman in the field as she pleads 
for mercy, and we beg that they pinch 
no crjmb from her crust of bread or 
put another patch npon her ragged 
garments. 

We bp? that they listei to the 
scream cf horror from the eagle on 
every American dollar that Is wrung 
from the brov of toiling women and 
hear the Goddess of Justice hiss at a 
verdict that increases the want of 
woman to satisfy the greed of man. 

The women behind the counter and 
in the fn.rtory cry aloud for sympathy 
and the press thunders out in their 
defense and the pnlpit pieada for 
mercy, but how about the woman In 
the field? Will not these powerful 
exponents of human rights turn their 
talent, energies and influence to her 
relief? Will the Goddess of Liberty 
enthroned at Washington hold the cal- 
loused hand and soothe the feverish 
brow of her sex who sows and rea'>s 
the nation's hrrvest or v. i'l sh" permit 
the male of the species to shove 
women— weak and weary— from the 
bread-line of industry to the hack al- 
leys of poverty? 

Wovnen and Children First. 

The census enumerators tell us that 
of the 1.514.000 women who work in the 
fields Es farm hands 400. ona are six- 
teen years of age and under.. What is 
the final destiny of a nation whose fu- 
ture mothers spend their girlhood days 
behind the plow, pitching hay and 
hauling manure, and what is to become 
of womanly culture and refinement 
that grace the home, charm society 
and enthuse man to leap to glorj- in 
noble adiievementg if oor daoghters 
are raised In the aeele t y of tte ok and 
the companionship of the plow? 

In that strata between the ages of 
sixteen and fMty-flve are 950,000 wom- 
en working as farm hands and many 
of them with suckling babes tug-

BAILBOADS ilPPEAL 
TO PRESIDENT 

The Common Carriers Ask fcr Re- 
lief — President Wilson Directs 

^wWWWSWV W r^^m^9 WV 

Their Needs. 

The comoiitiee of railroad execu- 
tives, headed by Mr. Frank Trumbull, 
representing tbirty-five of the leading 
railroad systems of the nation, recent- 
ly pre.-( lUed to President Wilson a 
memorandum briefly reviewing the dif- 
flcalties now confMating the lafflraads 
of the country and asking for the co- 
operation of the governmental authori- 
ties and the public in supporttag rail- 
road credits and recognizing an emer- 
gency which requires that the rail- 
roads be given additional revenues. 

The memorandum recites that the 
EJnropean war has lesalled la general 
depression cf business on the Ameri- 
can continent and in the dislocation 
of eredita at liome and abroad. ¥nth 
revenues decreasing and inter 
increasing the transportation 
• f the country iac8 a i:.i.'-:t serious 
crisis and the memorandum is a 
strong presentatiim of the candle 
l urning at both ends and the perils 
that must ultimately attend such a 
conflagration when the flames meet 
is apparent to all. In their •?enen'? 
discussion the railroad representa- 
tives say in part: ' By reason of leg- 
islation and regulation by the federal 
government and the forty-eight states 
acting independently of each other, us 
svell as through the action of a strong 
public (Hdnimi, railroad expenses in 
recent years have vastly Increased. 
No criticism is h' re made of the gen- 
eral theor>- of governmenlal regula- 
tion, but on the other hand, no In- 
genuity can reM^ve the carriers of ex- 
penses created thereby." 

President Wilson, in vransmitting 
tha memorandum of fk» railroad 
presidents to the putlte, character- 
izes it as "a lucid statement of plain 
truth." The president recognizing 
the emergency as extr* adinary. con- 
tinuing, said in pnrt: 

"You ask me rj ;\Li- the attenttoa 
of the country to the imperative aeed 
that railway credits h** snstained and 
the railrrads helped ifc every Mcss-ble 
v.ay, whether by priMte co-operative 
effort or by the Wion, whefater 
feasible of governmental agenciea^ aad 
I am glad to do so Vcause I think 
the need very real.' 

The conference Ws certainly a 
fortnnate one for tlia nation and the 
president is to he «l>ngratulated for 
opening the gate to a new world of 
effort in whMi si isy i^e may ee apes 
ate.

The World Will Never Starve. 
At no time since Adam and Eve 
were driven from the Garden of Eden 
have the inhabitants of this world 
suffered from lack of production, J3ut 
some people have gone hungry from 
the day of creation to this good hour 
for the lack of proper dlstrlbntion. 
Slight variations in production have 
forced a change in diet and one local- 
ity has felt the pinch of want, while 
another surfeited, but the world as a 
whole has ever been a land pVT-^y. 

We now have less than cne-tenlh of 
the tillable land of the earth's surface 
under cultivation, and we not only 
have this surplus area to draw on but 
it is safe to estimate that in case of 
dire neeesBlty one4ialf tte earth's 
population could at the present time 
knock their living out of the trees 
of the forest, gather it from wild 
vines and draw it from streams. . No 
one should become alarmed; the 
world will never starve. 

The consumer has always feared 
that the prodneer would not supply 
him p.nd his fright has found expres- 
sion on the statute books of our states 
and nations and the farmer has been 
urged to prodnoe recklessly and with- 
out reference to a market, and regard- 
less of the demands of the eonanmer. 
Back to the Soil. 
The city people have been urging 
each other to mov^ back to the term, 
but very few of them have moved. 
We welcome our city cousins back to 
the soil and this earth's svirfaoe con- 
tains 16,092,160,(000 idle acres of till- 
able land where they can make a 
living by tickling the earth with a 
forked stick, but we do not need them 
ao Csr aa Increasing production is con- 
cerned; we now have all the producers 
we can use. The city man has very 
erroneous ideas of agricultural condi- 
tions. The commonly accepted theory 
that we are short on pred n ctlon Is all 
wrong.
